Theſe diloꝛders 
and tumults have been thus raiſed in Scotland, and fomented by factious ſpirits, and thoſe

To this woe ſhall adde that they have ſleighted 
the directions and power of Our Councell Table in that Kingdom, and have ſetup Tables 
of their own, at which, ſome of their Leaders ſit under the name of Committees from 
the late pzetended generall Aſſembly oꝛ their Deputies. And thus they meet when and 
where they pleaſe, Treat and Conclude what they pleaſe, and ſend{heir Ediets thozow all 
parts of the Kingdom without any tonſent, 
miſſioner, oꝛ Councell, and directly contrary to many landing Laws at this day infozce in 
that Kingdom, and vet pꝛetend violation ot their Laws, anne the main cauſes of their 
bꝛain⸗ſick diſtempers. | 
Here therefoze we take God andthe Wond to witnelle, we bold Our ſelt fozced and ton⸗ 
ſtrained to Arm, not onely to reclaim them, and to let our Kingly authozity rightagam in 
that our ancient and native Kingdom, but alſofoz the ſafety of this Kingbom,Our loyal 
Subjects in it, with their wives, childzen, and goods, as well as Our own, againſt 
the rage and fury of theſemen and their Covenant.

bly ; And this We doe in all ſinceritie of heart; and withall to make it appear, both at home and abroad, that the wic-

V bill they ſought to poyſon the hearts of Our guid people, and to make them beleive We did not only intend to bring 
in Poperie, but that We were that way inclined Our Selffe.

according to Gods law, and by the lawves and conſfitutions of Our ſeverall Kingdomes reſſ pectively. 


Nowy whairas We lay We will conſtantly maintain the true Religion by law eftabliſched in theſe Our Kingdomes, | 
and cannot tell how to expreſſe Our ſelffes either better or vtherwwiſe, to the full content of Our guid people (as We are 
moſt willing to doe it) yet We are informed that ſome captious, buſie, and traiterouſſy affected men, labouris (even out 
of this fulneſſe and clearneſſe of Our expreſsion)to poyſon Our loyall ſubjects, and makes them believe that it is mani- 
feſt We have no intention to performe what We have promiſed; Theſe thairfore are further ( if further We can goe) 
to aſſure all Our guid people, that Our intentions all of them are Regal, juſt and full of integritie. And ſo farre are We 
from intending to breake any the leaſt peece of a promiſe which We have made unto them, as that We fall moſt pun- 
ctually and ſtrictly obſerve all We have promiſed, and that as firmly as We {all adhere to the Religion it ſelfe. And heir- 
upon We hope and are perſwaded that all Our guid and loving ſubjects , notwithſtanding the whiſpers of ſeditious 
men, will both believe and reſt ſatisfied with the integritie of Our intentions in chis behalf , and be no more abuſed 
and led out of the way of their alledgeance by the treacherous practices of theſe men, who being exceeding foule them- 
ſelffes, labouris to get as many followers as they can, and theirby hopes to eſcape the juſt puniſchement which their trai- 
terous carriadge hath deſerved : But We muſt ler them and Our guid people knaw , that to ſeduce many is the worſt 
way they can take to make themſelffes innocent, and the greater inducement to make Us inflict due puniſchement on 
them; yet We thinke it withall very neceſſary for Us to let all Our people and the Chriſtian world knaw , That though 
the number be very great whoſe carriadge hath been treaſonable in this commotion, yet ſuch is and fall be Our clemen- 
cie towards them, as yet We fall freely pardon and forgive all ſuch amongſt them, as ſall lay hold on this Our mercie 
offered them, and from hencetuirth carry themſelffes dutifull to Us and Our juſt commands.

ling, ik there ſhall becauſe to uſe them: Therefoze foꝛ redꝛels thereof at pꝛelent,

to pay, 92 otherwile betake themſelves to the ſerv ce or any Fozraign Princes, oz States, oꝛ to ſerve in any 
Foꝛaign Ueſtel oꝛ Ship, without Licence had and obtained in that behalf, To all which his Majeſty doth: 
and will expect due obedience and confozmity ; Ar 2ddoth hereby publiſh and declare, That the Offenders to 
the contrary ſhall not onely incur his Majetties juſt diſpleature, but be pzoceeded againſt foꝛ their con⸗ 
tempt by ſeizure of their Goods, Perſons, and El cates, whereſoever they ſhall be found, and otherwiſe, ac- 
coꝛding to the utmoſt ſeverities of Law, Andfu rther His Majeſty doth hereby auchozise and command 
all and every the Captains, Maſters, and other Officers, ſerving oꝛ imployed in any of his Majeſties 
Ships, oꝛ Ueſſels at Sea, to ſtop and make ſtay of, all and every luch Perſon and Perſons, as ſhall en⸗ 
deavour to tranſpozt oz enter themſelves into the Ser bice of any Fozraign pꝛince, oꝛ State, contrary to

Beggers, and other idle diſorderly perſons, and for Relief 
of the POOR E. 


CMARLES R. 
be Kings molt Excellent Majeſty being watchful foz the publick good of his lo⸗ 
NES 5 eving Subjects, and taking notice ot᷑ tge great and unuſual reſozt of Rogues, Ua⸗ 
„ gabonds, Beggers, and other idle Perſons of all Ages and Sexes, from all parts 
ot the Nation to the Cities of London and Weſtminſter and the Suburbs ok the 
kame, where they make it their trade to beg and live idlely, and to get their living 
ä 0 oy Begging, Stealing, and other wicked and lewd pꝛactiſes, to the great 
SE i offence of Almighty God, and to the diſhonour of His Majeſties Royal Govern⸗ 
ee ment And his Majeſty taking it into Hts Pꝛincely conſideration, that this Realm 
is furniſhed with excellent Laws and Oꝛders foꝛ redzeſs of ſuch Enoꝛnuties, 
— pve though negligence ot Officers, and pzeſumption of the Offenders, the lame 
| - nevertheleſs do rather grow then abate. His Majeſty hath therefoze thought fit 
at this pꝛelent by advice of his Privy Councel, tocauſe ſome neceſſary Laws fozmerly made foz the re- 
foꝛming the Abuſles afozeſaid, to be duely executed and obſerved. And foꝛ that end, whereas by the Laws 
of this Land all Uagavonds, Beggers, and idle perſons are to be ſent to the place of their Birth, o2 of 
their laft abode, there to be relieved and kept if they be impotent, oꝛ otherwife made to labour: His Maje- 
ſtie doth by this Pꝛoclamation publiſh and declare His Royal Pleaſure and Commands, that all ſuch Ua- 
gabonds, Beggers and Idle perſons withm the Cities of London and Weſtminſter and the Suburbs of 
the ſame, which by Law are not there to ve pzovidid:foz (to the wꝛong of the native peoz, and a burden 
— the ſeveral Pariſhes where now they are) but that they forthwith at their Perils depart from the ſame 
and ſpeedily reloꝛt to the placeof their Birth oꝛ laſt Avide, that they may be there p2ovided foꝛ as they ought 
to be. And ik any ſuch Uagavonds, Beggers, 02 idile perſons all oꝛ may be found within the Cities 
of London and Weſtminſter, 02 in any of the Suburbs oz Precincts. of the ſame, oz in the Bozough of 
Southwark, 02 in any Town near adjoyning, upon the four and twentieth day of this moneth of May, His 
Majeſty ſtreightly chargeth and commandeth, as well che Loꝛd Mapoꝛ, Recozder, Aldezmen and She- 
riffs of the ſaid City of London, ànd all other Officers: of the faid City, and all other His Majeſties Ju⸗ 
ſtices of the Peace, Magiſtrates and Officers whatſoever. withm the City of Weſtmioſter , Bozough of 
Southwark , 02 within the County of Middleſex , to caule all ſuch perſons to be appzehended, and openly 
whipped, and ſent away (except ſuch as are willing to go to the Engliſh Plantations) And that in all 
things they do ſpeedily execute, and cauſe to be put in exetution the Statute made in the Thirty nimth 
yeare of Mene Eliz-beth Chap. the 4* concerning the puniſhment of Rogues and Uagavonds: And to 
the end that all ſuch perſons may not only be letled and kept from wandzing, but alſo made to labour and 
ſo kept from idlenels, his — — ſtreightly charge and command all and ſingular Sheriffs, Ju- 
ſtices of the Prace, and other Officers and Minilters. in the ſeveral Counties of this Realn, and all 
Mapoꝛs, Sheriffs, Bayliffs, Aldermen and other Magiſtrates, Officers and Min'ſtzrs of all other Cities 
and Towns Coꝛpoꝛate, that they and every of them within their ſeveral Lunits and Juriſdictions re⸗ 
ſpectively do carefully and diligently put in due and ſpeedy Execution the ſame Stature of the Thirty 
- ninth of Elizabeth, Chapter the Fourth, both foz evecting houſes of Correction, and foꝛ puniſhing ſuch 
Uagavonds and idle pezſons ; as alſo the Statutes of the t. Jacob. Chap. 2. made foz the explanation of 
the ſais Statute made in the Seventh year of King James Chapter Fourth, foꝛ the oꝛderuig ſuch houſes of 
Correction. And to the end that not onely ſturdy Rogues and Uagabonds may be duely kept from wan- 
dering and idleneſs, and held to labour, but that alſo pooꝛ and Fatherieſs Childzen and Nudows, the 
Aged and Impotent may be alſo carefully pꝛovided foꝛ and relieved, and not permitted to wander and lie 
in the Streets begging from dooz to deo2 ; It is-His-Majeſties expꝛels Charge and Command to all 
Mayors, Sheriffs, Bapliffs, Juſtices of the Peace, Pagiſtrates, Officers and Mimiſters in the ſeve- 
ral Counties of this Realm, and in all Cities and Tov s Coꝛpoꝛate, that they diligently and carefully 
put in execution that excellent Statute made in the Fourty third Year ot Elizabeth, Chapter the ſecond; 
concerning the Overſeers of the Pon, and their duty foz railing a Stock foꝛ maintenance of the PÞ2, and 
fo binding koꝛth Childzen Appꝛentices, which his Majeſty commends in an eſpecial manner to their Care: 
Their neglecting this ſo great a woꝛk, in not carefullypzoviding foꝛ pooz Fatcherleſs Childzen and In⸗ 
fants fo: their teaching and inſtructing them, and foz fitting them foꝛ Trades and Services, and in not 
binding them fozth Appzentices ; all which neglect is a great cauſe of pz childꝛens idleneſs, wandzing , 
and wickedneſs in the Whole courſe of their lives; Amd ta the end that convenient Stocks may be raiſed in 
all Pariſhes, sſpecially fo2 the ends afozeſaid,His Pete requireth the feveral Overſeers of the Po to be 
diligent in raiſing ſuch Stocks accozding to the Power given them, And alſo His Majeſty — — all 
Mayozs, Bayliffs, Juſtites of the Peace, Magiſtrates and other Dfficers afozeſaid, to be carttul in put- 
ting in ſpeedy and due Execution all the Statutes concerning Tipling and Dzunkennelſs, and concerning 
unlawful oꝛ irregular Inns oꝛ Alehoules, and all other Statutes, the penalties whereof are diſpoſcd to: 
the uſe of the Pooꝛ of the ſeveral Pariſhes ; and to caule the ſaid ſeveral penalties to be delivered to the 
Overlerrs of the Pooꝛ reſpectively foꝛ the increaſeof the laid Stock, to buy materials to imploy the ſaid 
PQ2, and allo to be careful in diligent calling to account the ſaid Overieers, and to lee the ſaid ſums fo 
raiſed may be carefully imployed foꝛ the good education and inſtruction and binding out of ſuch pooꝛ In⸗ 
fants and Fatherleſs Childzen, and pꝛoviding foz relief of the Pooz afozcſaid, which may in pzobabllity 
encourage ſome charitable and well diſpoſed Perſons voluntarily to contribute and add to ſuch Stocks by 
their free and weekly contributions (Which they dayly beſtowed on idle begging Pooꝛ) oꝛ otherwiſe. His 
Majeſty therefoze expects all Mayozs, Juſtices, Magiſtrates and other His Officers to whom the Execu- 
tion of the Law afozeſaid is particularly concerned, that they be very careful in the due and ſpeedy execu⸗ 
tion of every one of them, as they will avoid His Majeſties juſt indignation foꝛ their neglect of their duties 
tn hindꝛing this lo great a National work, and foz the Contempt of His Royal Commandment: His Ma⸗ 
jeſty being reſolved to have an account, both from the ſaid Juſtices, and the ſeveral Judges of Alſizes 
in their ſeveral Circuits, of the due obſervation hereof, until His Majeſty ſhall take a further Courſe by 
the advice of His Parliament, which he determines to do, that no poo? ſhall be permitted to be Uagrant oꝛ 
Begging, but ail ſuch as are Impotent and not able to wozk,may be p2ovided foꝛ, ſo as to live comfozta- 
bly, and yet be kept from pꝛokels d idlenels, and ſuch as are able may have means pꝛovided to et them on

So gation at Weſtminſter, the Hineteenth day ok February, in the Seventh year of

La CASES C Obedience to the King, and by whom it ſhall be adminiſtred, and within what time. 
| And whereas the Kings moſt Excellent Majoſty ſince the paſsing of the late 
Act of General Pardon, Oblivion, and Indempnity, andthe iſſuing foꝛth ſeveral Charters ot Pardon, hath 
in reference to His Royal Coꝛonation, by a late Pzoclamation, ſignified and declared out of His farther 
Abundant. Grace and Clemency, that His Charters of Pardons ſhould be extended in tune unto the Nine 
and twentieth day of Docember, now laſt paſt, being the day the late Parliament did diſfolve-and determine. 
And His Majeſty being now graciou0y pleaſed, that His [aid Subjects, called Qaaken, now in pꝛiſon as a- 
-- fozeſMd, ſhould foꝛ this time, and on ſo happy and bleſſed an oppoꝛtunity and ſeaſon of His Majelties Royal 
Coꝛonation, participate of His Majeſties Mercy and Clemency, and ve foꝛthwith diſcharged from their 
Impziſonment, without being put to the trouble and charges ok · ſuing out particular Pardons. The 
Kings moſt Extellent Majeſty doth therefoze by this His Royal Pꝛoclamation, publiſh and declare His Will 
and plealure ts be, and accozdingly doth hereby will and command all Sheriffs, Pajozs, 2ailiffs,Gaolcrs, 
and other His Officers and Miniſters within his Majeſties Realm of England, Dominion of Wales, the 
| of Jerſey andGuernſey, And the Town of Berwick upon Twede, and every of them (whom the pꝛe⸗ 
miſſes ſhall oꝛ may concern) that they and every of them, on the publication of this His Koyal P2oclama- 
tion, do ſet at liberty, enlarge, and diſcharge, all and every perſon and perſous, called Quakers, noW in 
cuſtody in any of His Gaols oꝛ Pziſons in His ſaid Realn, oꝛ any the parts oꝛ places thereof afozeſaid, foz 
any offence oꝛ offences done, committed, oꝛ ſuffered againſt the fozm of the.Stacutes afozcſaid, oz either of 
them, foꝛ not taking the Paths therein mentioned, oꝛ any other Oaths -heretofoze tendered them, oꝛ foꝛ 
any Meetings contràry to the late Pꝛoclamation, oz foz any matter referring to their Opinions a ſcruples 
of Conſcience, oꝛ faz not finding Securities fo2 appearances of, and from their aud every of their Impꝛi⸗ 
ſonments reſpectively, without demanding oꝛ taking any other Frs oꝛ Duties of chem, oz anyor them, 
then foꝛ Lodging, Diet, and other neceſſaries: And alſo to ſet at liberty, ſuch other perſons as ate now in 
cuſtody onely koꝛ not taking the Oaths enjoyned by the Statutes above-mentioned, 02 either of them, 02 
upon any. pꝛoſecution foꝛ not taking the ſaid Paths, expecting foz the future their Conkoꝛmity and Svedi⸗ 
ente to the Laws of the Kingdom; and foꝛ ſo doing, this ſhall be to them, aud everyof them, ſufficient 
warrant in this behalf. And His Majeſty doth; further declare, that He fhyall cxpect returns of Loyalty, 
and all due Obedience, from all ſuch perſons whoſe liberty is obtained hereby, his Pajeſty not intending 
themimpunity, if they ſhall offend inthe future: Pꝛovided always, and His Majeſty doth hereby declare. 
That this P2oclamation, oꝛ any thing herein contained, ſhall not extend to diſcharge, oz ſet at liberty, any 
perſon 02 perſons, called Quakers, -noW in cuſtody fo Debt, oꝛ other civil cauſe commenced'92 depending 
againſt them, at the luit of any ol His Majrſtie s loving Subjects; noz foz any crumtnal matter oz offence 
whatſoever, Wherewtth he oꝛ they are oꝛ ſhall be; duly charged, other then is abope-mentioned, Any thing 
in this Pzoclamation contained tothe contrary thereof, in any wiſe notwithltanding.

And to the end that all perſons might be put in minde of their duty thereon, and be the better pꝛe⸗ 
pared to diſcharge the ſame with that Piety and Devotion as becomes them, It was further Enacted, 
That every Miniſter ſhould give notice to his Pariſhoners publickly in the Church at Mozning Pꝛayer 
the Loꝛds day next befoze every fuch Twenty ninth of May, foꝛ the due obſervation of the ſame day, and 
ſhould then likewiſe publickly and diſtincly read the ſame Act to the people, as by the ſame Act may 
moꝛe at lage appear. Te being molt ſgilible of the great and wonderful mercies and deliverantes vouch⸗ 
lafed by Almighty God, mentioned in the ſaid Act, and holding Our Self highly obliged, and being 
moſt willing that the juſt tribute of p2aiſe and thankſgiving to Our great Soveraign, the King of 
Heaven and Earth, be returned by Us and all Pur People -fo2 the ſame, accoꝛding to the intent of the 
faid Act, do ſtraightly command and enjoyn all Our loving Subjects, of what degree, quality oz condi⸗

* Fraudulent and Deceitful courſes daily pzactiſed by divers evil⸗ affected perſons, ſecretly 

combining with Under-Officers, Wharfngers, Lightermen,, Matermen, Carmen, 

Poꝛters, and others; as alſoby à ſoꝛt of leud people called Smuckellors, never heard of be. 

koꝛe thc late diloꝛdered times, who make it their Trade and Pzofeſsion, by many ſtrange 

and new devices to ſteal and defraud his Majeſty of His Cuſtoms ; and likewiſe by an= 
other ſoꝛt of Head-\trong and Malicious People, who in à violent way by open foꝛce 
with Clubs. Swoꝛds, and other Weapons, convey and carry away uncuſtomed Goods,

ZE orcas it appertaineth to Us to have ſpecial Care, that the common High-ways, and 
e »:idges,lrading from place to place within this Realm, might be kept in due repair foz 
the eaſe and good of Pur Loving Subjects; And dblerving notwithſtanding the good 
a pꝛoviſion of Our Laws in that behalf made, and the conkoꝛmity and fozwardneſs of 
2210 Dur Subjects in lo Publique and Neceſſary a UWozk, That Our High. ways and Bꝛid⸗ 
== es arc at this pꝛeſent grown into great decay, and very dangerous fo2 Paſlage;Te have 
upon due examination found, that the ſaid. Decays are occaſioned by the common Car⸗ 
A riers of this Realm, Who foꝛ their ſingular and pꝛivate p2ofit, do now uſually Travail 
with Carts and Wagons With four Wheels, dzawn With eight, nine, 92 ten Hozfes oz 
moꝛe, and do commonly therein carry ſixty and ſeventy hundꝛed weight at one burthen 
; =" atone time, which burden and weight is ſo great anderceſsive , as that the very Foun⸗ 
dations of Bꝛidges arc in many places thereby ſhaken, and the High. ways and Cawſeys Furrowed and Ploughed 
ug by the Ahekis of the ſaid Carts and Wagons ſooverladen, and made ſodeep, and full of dangerous Slows 
and Holes, as neither can Paſſengers Travail thereby in Safety, noꝛ che Pnhavitants oꝛ Perſons by Law bound 
to repair them, be able toundergoſo great a charge: Where heretofoze all common Carriers uiually went with 
Carts of two d heels onely, wherewith they could not well carry above twenty hundꝛed weight at once, oz there a⸗

the leſs damage thereby, upon pain of incurring Our high Diſpleaſure, and to receive condign puniſhment, as con⸗ 
temners of Our Royal Will and Commandment, and to be further pꝛolecuted and puniſhed foꝛ the ſaid Nuſances 
and Annoyances, by Fine and ſuch other ways, as the Lawsof this Pur Realm have pꝛovided againſt Offenders in 
that kind: To which end, Me do hereby expꝛelly charge, as well Pur Judges, as Pur Atturney-General, to exact

He Kings Majeſty finding, That the Ozders and Pꝛoclamations heretofoze publiſhed by 
his late Royal Father, and Gzandfather , and in the time of Queen Elizabeth, concer- 
ning Building in and about the Cities of London and Weſtminſter , and the Parts ad- 
facent, during the time of the late Confuſions, have not been at all, oz very little obſer- 
ved 02 purſued : His Majeſty therefoze out of the abundant Care which he hath of the 
70⁰ Honoꝛ and Safety of the ſaid Cities ot London and Weſtminſter, is reſolved to revive 
and put in Execution the effects of the ſame Oꝛders and Pzoctamations , eſpecially per⸗ 
ceiving the manifold Jnconveniencies daily gzowing by increaſe of New-Buitdings 
in the Cities of London and Weſtminſter, and the Suburbs and Liberties of the ſame ; 
all] whereby the People increaſing to ſo great Numbers, are not well to be Governed by 
| the wonted Officers; the pꝛice of Uictuals is much Inhanced, the health of Bis Sub- 
jects inhabiting in the Cities and Places akozeſaid, oz repairing thither, much indangered ; and many other 
god Lowns and Boꝛoughs un-peopled, and in their Trades much decayed : And alſo taking notice of the fre- 
quent Fires chiefly occaſioned by Timber-Buildings, and conſidering the general Conmodity which would grow 
to the ſaid Cities, andthe Liberties, and Suburbs of the lame, if Building with Bzick and Stone there, were 
moꝛe uled, whereby Tiniber alſo would be greatly pzeſerved and (pared, which is now in all parts much waſted and 
grown very ſcant. And His Majeſty likewiſe conlidering, how much it would Gzace and 2Seautifie the ſaid Cities 
(being the P2nciple Places of this Kingdom, foz the Entertainment and Reſozt of Foꝛeign Pꝛinces and their Em- 
baTado2s,whichfcom time to time do come into this Realm) if an Unifozmity were kept in the ſaidWuildings, and 
the Houſes were Builded with Bꝛick and Stone, which is both moze Durable aud Safe agamſt Fire; and alſo'by 
experience is found to be of little moze, if not lets charge then the Building with Timber. The Kings Majeſty 
doth therefoꝛe ſtreightly Dzohibite and foꝛbid all perſons whatſoever, that they, noꝛ any of them ſhall, oz do at 
any time after the Publiſhing of this Pꝛoclamation, Build, Erect, oꝛ Set up, oꝛ Cauſe to be Builded, Erected, oꝛ 
Setup within the Cities of London 02 Weſtminſter, 02 the Suburbs thereof, oz within the diſtance of two Miles, 
to be taken from any of the Gates of the {aid City of London,any manner of Buildings, be they dwelling Houſes , 
Stables, Shops, Sheds, oꝛ any other Building whatſoever, except it be upon the foundation of a fozmer dwell⸗ 
ing Houſe, Stable, Shop, Stall, Shed, oꝛ other like Building reſpectively, oꝛ in oꝛ upon ſome Jnner-Court oz Yard 
of a dwelling Boule, onely fo2 an inlargement of the ſaid dwelling Houſe, foꝛ one onely habitãtion as it was befoze. 
And His. Majeſty doth further ſtreightly Pꝛohibite and foꝛbid all perſons whatſocver, that they, noꝛ any of them, 
ſhall oz do at any time after the publiſhing of this Pꝛoclamation, Build, Rebuild, Erect, o2 Set up, oꝛ Cauſe to 
be Builded, Rebuilded, Erected, oz Set up, upon any old Foundation, any Houſe, Habitation, oz Shop, oz whole 
Stoꝛpof any Building within the ſaid Cities of London and Weſtminſter, oz the Liberties 02 Suburbs of the ſame, 
92 within two Miles, to be taken from any of the Gates of the ſaid City of London, except the ſaid Houſe, Habita- 
tion, Shop, o2 Stozy, ſo to be Builded as is afozeſaid,be wholly Built of aick, oꝛ of Bzick and Stone; Noz ſhall 
they in any luch Building oz other repaurmg of their laid Houſes, make oz put out any Jutties, Out windows, 
Trulsing over, o2 Overchanging Walls oz TWindIWs , o2 any Poſt oz Pillars to ſuppoꝛt the ſame towards the 
Street oꝛ Streets (other then Windows conmoniy called Ballconies) upon pain that all and every perſon and per⸗ 
ſons offending in the Pꝛemiſles oꝛ any of them, ſhall incur His Majeſties High Diſpleaſure; and ſuch pains, penal- 
ties, and impꝛiſonments, as by the Laws of this Realm can oꝛ may be inflicted upon the Offenders therein foꝛ their

this Realm, by the encouragement of Fiſhermen and Mariners to go to the Seas foꝛ the taking of 
| ich; which Laws and Politick Conſtitutions have heretofoze been quickned by ſundzy Pꝛoclama⸗ 
>EMA EE tions, and other Acts andD2dinances of State, in the times of Dur Royal Pzedeceſſo2s, and by ſe⸗ 
veral Poclamations ſet fozthby Us. And whereas notwithſtanding ſo many good p2ovifions 
wWASeaS ego GW beretotoze had and made in that kind, all ſoꝛts of people have foꝛ many years laſt paſt, taken upon

W öboſoever ſhall Utter or Publiſh any words or things to Iricite and Stir up 
2 BESS the People to hatred or diſlike of the Perſon of His Majeſty, or the Eftabliſhc 
Nee Governments is thereby made uncapable of holding any Office or Imployment 
whatſoever, either in Church or State. Notwithſtanding all which Laws and Statutes, 
there have been of late moze bold and Licentious Diſcourſes then fozmerly ; and men 
have aſſumed to themſelves a liberty, not onely in Coffec-houſes, but in other Places and 
Meetings, both publick and pꝛivate, to cenſure and defame the Pꝛoceedings of State, by 
ſpeaking evil of things they underſtand not, and endeavouring to create and nauriſh an 
univorlal Jealouſic and Diffatisfaction in the minds of all His Majeſties good Subjects: 


His Majeſty confidering therefoze that Offences of this nature, cannot pꝛoceed from want 


92 ignozance of Laws to Reſtrain and Puniſh them, but muſt of neceſſity pzoceed from 
the reſtleſs Malice of ſome, whole Seditious ends and aims are already too well known, 
do from the careleſs demeanour of others, who pꝛelume to much upon His Majeſties ac⸗ 
cuſtomed Clemeney and Goodneſs, Hath thought fit by Advice of His Council, to Pub⸗ 
liſh this His Royal Pzoclamation ; And doth hereby fozewarn, and ſtraightly Command 
all His Loving Subjects, of what ſtate oꝛ condition ſoever they be, from the highelt to the 
loweſt, That they pꝛelume not hencekoꝛth by Writing oz Speaking, to Utter 02 Publiſh
